HIUf one would gather, from reports of the politicians at 
least, that what a great many people in the United Slates 


•want, is more federal assistance and a spread of paternalism on 
Hie part of the United States government, newspaper editors of 
the country, in an overwhelming majority believe that the best 
thing which the naiioircould have just now, would be a lessened 
federal control over private business. 


The National Industrial Conference Board recently sent 


out a questionnaire to American newspapers and farm journals 
over the United States, and reports some interesting results. 
Replies crime from 5,050 periodicals, with a combined circula- 
tion of nearlv 25,000,000. To the question, "Does public opin- 
ion in your community favor control of the management of 
private business by government bureaus or officials? " the replies 
were 256, yes; 122, doubtful and 4,563, no. 
On the question 


of whether Uncle Sam should fix the price of farm products 
Hie replies were 23.5 per cent, yes; 2.9 per cent doubtful, and 
73.6, 
no. 
On fixing the price of factory products by the gov- 


ernment the replies were 17 per cent, yes. and 80.9 per cent, 
no, with a few in doubt. 


On the question concerning government restriction of crops 


and regulation of planting the replies were 17.6 per cent, yes; 
2.7 per cent, doubtful, and 79.6 per cent, no. 
Government 


competition with private companies in the power business was 
favored in 25.5 per cent of the replies, and opposed in 71.8 per 
cent of the replies with Cue rest doubtful. 
But when it came to 


government competition with other business the replies were 
9.4.9 against and 35.G per cent for. Those favoring government 
ownership of banks totaled 35.6 of those answering while those 
opposed totalled 59.7 per cent with the rest doubtful or non- 
commital. 


More than 94 per cent of those answering thought that the 


profit motive was necessary to business while more than 70 per 
cent were against giving the government the sole power to 
change the value of the dollar. 
Nearly 90 per cent of those 


replying said that public opinion in their community was against 
a further increase in the national debt. 


These replies would seem to indicate that the great majority 


of the editors of the United States still favor the old constitu- 
tional ideals, despite the amount of fog there seems to be in 
the atmosphere at this time. 
As long as the editors, as a whole, 


are sound on fundamental issues, there is some hope for the 
countrv.

NUDIST TROUBLES 


When the International Nudist conference at Akron, Ohio, had dis- 


posed of its more urgent agenda, the delegates left for their homes with 
three items uppermost in their conscience: 
That their order is generally 


misunderstood; that a campaign of legislation must be imposed upon 
the legislators of several states where their activities are not now counte- 
nanced, and that next year's convention must be held a few weeks 
before frost. 


As to the third and perhaps most important point, we feel sure that 


the1 committee members can be depended upon to take the proper 
measures next year, especially if they are veterans of this year's confer- 
ence. But the other matters are likely to prova more difficult. It is true 
that considerable misunderstanding still exists between those or. the inside 
o: the colony and those on the outside. And as long as the nudists inside 
continue to discourage outside curiosity by the use of armed guards 
around the colony, we don't see how continued misunderstandings are 
to be avoided. 


On the other hand, if the insiders dismiss the guard and bring their 


missionaries out in the open, the outsiders may resort to the use of armed 
guards themselves, as in the case of the Doukhobars. It is a deep problem, 
and promises to be a misunderstanding of long standing. 
Fortunately 


the same chill winds that turn the leaves brown also turn nudists blue, 
and assure us of four or five cold months in which to hibernate and think 
it over. Perha'ps when the flowers come again in the spring they'll bring 
the answer.

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NEWSPAPER EDITORS VOTE

HILE one would gather, from reports of the politicians at 
least, that what a great many people in the United^ States 


vanf, is more federal assistance and a spread of paternalism on 
the part of the United States government, newspaper editors of 
the country, in an overwhelming majority believe that the best 
thing which the natioircould have just now, would'be a lessened 
federal control over private business. 


The National Industrial Conference Board recently sent 


out n questionnaire to American newspapers and farm journals 
over the United States, and reports some interesting results. 
Replies came from 5,050 periodicals, with a combined circula- 
tion of nearly 25,000,000. To the question, "Does public opin- 
ion in your"community favor control of the management of 
private business by government bureaus or officials? " the replies 
were 256, yes; 122. doubtful and 4,563, no. 
On the question 


of whether' Uncle Sam should fix the price of farm products 
the replies were 23.5 per cent, yes; 2.9 per cent doubtful, and 
73.6, no. 
On fixing the price of factory products by the gov- 


ernment the replies were 17 per cent, yes, and 80.9 per cent, 
no, with a few in doubt. 


On the question concerning government restriction of crops 


-and regulation of planting the replies were 17.6 per cent, yes; 
2.7 per cent, doubtful, and 79.6 per cent, no. 
Government 


competition with private companies in the power business was 
favored in 25.5 per cent of the replies, and opposed in 71.8 per 
cent of the replies with the rest doubtful. • But when it came to' 
government competition with other business the replies were 
94.9 against and 35.6 per cent for. 
Those favoring government 


ownership of banks totaled 35.6 of those answering while those 
opposed totalled 59.7 per cent with the rest doubtful or non- 
commital. 


More than 94 per cent of those answering thought that the 


profit motive was necessary to business while more than 70 per 
cent were against giving the government the sole power to 
change the value of the dollar. 
Nearly 90 per cent of those 


replying said that public opinion in their community was against 
a further increase in the national debt. 
~* 


These replies would seem to indicate that the great majority 


of the editors of the United States still favor the old constitu- 
tional ideals, despite the amount of fog there seems to be in 
the atmosphere at this time. As long as the editors, as a whole, 
are sound on fundamental issues, there is some hope for the 
country.

NUDIST TROUBLES 


When the International Nudist conference at Akron, Ohio, had dis- 


posed of its more urgent agenda, the delegates'left for their homes with 
three items uppermost in their conscience: That their order is generally 
misunderstood; that a campaign of legislation must be imposed upon 
the legislators of several states where their activities are not now counte- 
nanced, and that next year's convention must be held a few weeks 
before frost. 


As to the third and perhaps most .important point, we feel sure that 


the' committee members can be depended upon to take the proper 
measures next year, especially if they are veterans of this year's confer- 
ence. But the other matters are likely to prove more difficult. It is true 
that considerable misunderstanding still exists between those on the inside 
of the colony and those on the outside. And as long as the nudists inside 
continue to discourage outside curiosity by the use of armed guards 
around the colony, we don't see how continued" misunderstandings are 
to be avoided. 


On the other hand, if the insiders dismiss the guard and bring their 


missionaries out in the open, the outsiders may resort to the use of armed 
guards themselves, as in the case of the Doukhobars. It is a deep problem, 
and promises to be a misunderstanding of long standing. 
Fortunately 


the same chill winds that turn the leaves brown also turn nudists blue, 
and assure us of four or five cold months in which to hibernate and think 
it over. Perha'ps when the flowers come again in the spring they'll bring 
the answer.

“JUST BEING A WOMAN” 


NEWSPAPER EDITORS VOTE 


W 
HILE one would gather, from reports of the politicians at 


least, that what a great many people in the United States 
want is more federal assistance and a spread ol paternalism on 
the part of the United States government, newspaper editors o 
the country, in an overwhelming majority believe that the best 
thing which the nation-could have just now, would be a lessened 


federal control over private business. 
The National Industrial Conference Board recently sent 
out a questionnaire to American newspapers and farm journals 
over the United States, and reports some interesting results. 
Replies came from 5,050 periodicals, with a combined circula­ 
tion oi nearly 25,000,000. 
To the question, ‘ Does public opin­ 
ion in vour community favor control ot the m anagem ent of 
private "business by government bureaus or officials? ” the replies 
were 250, yes; 122, doubtful and 4,503, no. 
On the question 
of whether Uncle Sam should fix the price ot farm products 
the replies were 23.5 per cent, yes; 2.9 per cent doubtful, anc 
73.6, no. 
O n fixing the price of factory products by the gov­ 
ernment the replies were 17 per cent, yes.^and 80.<) per cent, 


no, with a few in doubt. 
O n the question concerning government restriction ot ciops 
and regulation of planting the replies were 17.6 per cent, yes; 
2.7 per cent, doubtful, and 79.6 per cent, no. 
G overnm ent 
competition with private companies in the power business was 
favored in 25.5 per cent of the replies, and opposed in 71.8 per 
cent of the replies with the rest doubtful. 
But when it came to 
government competition with other business the replies were 
94 <> against and 35.6 per cent for. 
Those favoring government 
ownership of banks totaled 55.6 of those answering while those 
opposed totalled 59.7 per cent with the rest doubtful or non- 


commital. 
More than 94 per cent of those answering thought that the 
profit motive was necessary to business while more than 70 per 
cent were against giving the governm ent the sole power to 
change the value of the dollar. 
Nearly 90 per cent of those 
replying said that public opinion in their community was against 


a further increase in the national debt. 
These replies would seem to indicate that the great majority 
ot the editors of the United States still favor the old constitu­ 
tional ideals, despite the amount of fog there seems to be in 
the atmosphere at this time. 
As long as the editors, as a whole, 
are sound on fundamental issues, there is some hope tor the 


country.

NUDIST TROUBLES 


W hen the International Nudist conference at Akron. Ohio, had dis­ 
posed of its more urgent agenda, the delegates left for their homes with 
three item s upperm ost in their conscience: 
T hat their order is generally 
m isunderstood; th a t a cam paign of legislation m ust be imposed upon 
the legislators of several states where their activities are not now counte­ 
nanced, and th a t next year’s convention m ust be held a few weeks 


before frost. 
As to the third and perhaps most im portant point, we feel sure th at 
the comm ittee members can be depended upon to take the proper 
m easures next year, especially if they are veterans of this year s confer­ 
ence. But the other m atters are likely to prove more difficult. It is true 
th a t considerable m isunderstanding still exists between those on the inside 
of the colony and those on the outside. And as long as the nudists inside 
continue to discourage outside curiosity by the use of arm ed guards 
around the colony, we don’t see how continued m isunderstandings are 


to be avoided. 
On the other hand, if the insiders dismiss the guard and bring their 
missionaries out in the open, the outsiders may resort to the use of armed 
guards themselves, as in the case of the Doukhobars. It is a deep probleifl, 
and promises to be a m isunderstanding of long standing.

Decision has been rendered by the

“Where a producer, in the sale of 
his product, performs any of the 
functions of retailing as defined in 
the Retail Solid Fuel Code, he comes 
under the provisions of th at code, 
in respect of such retail activities.”

The borough of New Wilmington 


will vote on more questions on elec- 
;ion day than any other district in 
;he county. In addition to voting for 
the regular list of candidates the 
borough will ballot on whether or 
not liquor is to be sold within its 
borders. Then it will vote on the 
question of installing voting ma- 
chines, and third, it will vote on the 
question of a municipal swimming 
pool. This ballot will be on the 
question of'leasing the pool of the 
New : Wilmington Swimming asso- 
ciation over a period of 11 years. 


There is said to be considerable 
activity on the part of voters in 
several districts which are to vote 
on the "wet' 'and "dry" issue at the 
November election. In some of these 
districts the contest will be pretty 
much one. sided, but in others it will 
be close. The districts to vote on 
local option are New Wilmington 
boro, Volant boro, Wilmington, Wash- 
ington, Slippery Rock, Shenango, 
Plaingrove, Perry, Neshannock, Scott, 
Hickory and Pulaski townships.

studying the plans sent by the state 
highway department for the pro- 
posed "cut off", at Parkstown- cor- 
ns^, but so far have.not given in- 
dication of approving them.. The 
commissioners admit that it would 
be a good thing to eliminate the 
dangerous curve,. but the plan pro- 
posed would be a very expensive one 
for the taxpayers of the county, 
since the county would have to bear 
the expense of'the damage incurred. 


Under the plans .the road .would 


be widened to a three traffic lane, 
the same as has been done from the' 
top of the Youngstown hill i to a 
point a little west of the Bell Tele- 
phone transformer station. 
It is 


said that 25 feet more right of way 
would be needed clear to and be- 
yond Parkstown corners. This., as 
indicated by the plans, would- come 
off the north side of the road, which 
would mean that there would be 
considerable damage to property, 
some of which is improved. 
The 


"cut off" to eliminate the curve 
would start in about 500 feet east 
of the curve, and. extend some dis- 
tance further on the north side. 
This would mean that a 60-foot 
roadway would be taken through the 
level'field bordering the curve The 
owner of this field is understood to 
hold it at a very high figure, claim- 
ing that he had been offered a big 
price, possibly by some one wanting 
it for a gas station. 


If the "cut off" should be made 
as proposed, it would still leave some 
land between the new road arid the 
old, but it is understood that, under 
the plans, this could not be sold for 
a gas station.

We speak loosely of "King Cot-

National Farm 


Outlook 


By ABTHUB H. JENKINS 
Editor, The Farm Journal

We speak loosely of "King Cot- 
ton" and wheat and corn are now 
and then raised to royal rank by en- 
thusiastic orators and writers. But 
it is not; impossible that the real 
ruler, of the farm world is not cot- 
ton or. any of the grains, but the 
humble dried grass, called hay. 
That is recognized, if indeed in a 


kind of a left-handed way, when the 
'city-slicker' refers contemptuously 
to the cultivator of the soil, as "hav- 
seed." 
' 


"Timothy'Hay' has been used as a 
symbolic character in rural fiction 
for generations.* # * 


But hay does not depend on any 


such intangible claims to greatness: 
it needs only to appeal to the facts 
md figures. 
There we shall find 
;hat the value of the hay crop ex- 
ceeds, in a normal year, the value of 
all wheat. It equals or- exceeds the 
cotton crop, and usually the value of 
swine marketed. It is exceeded reg- 
ilarly only by daily products and 
corn. 


Even in 1931, a depression year, 
the value, of the hay crop was more 
than $630,000,000 which is import- 
ant money in any language. 


The reason why hay does not get 


due credit is because, like corn, it is 
primarily a feed crop, not a cas 
crop. Most of it goes to support th 
livestock .on the home farm, th 
horses, cattle and sheep. .Its valu 
can be expressed in money, but it 1 
not a money crop. 
* * * 


There was a time when this was 


not true—when every farmer within 
driving distance of a town or city 
held his barn full of hay as a de- 
pendable cash .reserve. When 
he 


needed money, the hay wagon was 
harnessed and loaded, and within a 
few hours the fragrant cargo was 
hauled to the city stables and con- 
verted, into hard cash. 


The gasoline motor and the elec- 
tric street railway, or let us say, Mr. 
Ford and Mr. Edison changed all 
that, as is well known. Hay became 
all but unknown in the cities, and 
on the farms it was so much .of a 
drug that thousands of farmers ha 
bitually mowed the crop and did no 
bother to harvest it. 


Even on stock farms and dair 


farms, where the demand was fo 
the quickest possible gains in meat 
or the largest possible volume o 
milk per cow, the farmer felt obli 
gated to feed the so-called "concen

the farm world. But at least it is 
no longer Cinderella and the ugly 
ducklings rolled into one.
